INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (dams, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there m 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be puWrahed 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason tor amending the claims before international pbulication.
